The cry to “ clean up motion pictures" i: being heard 
again — this time loudly and insistently . 
The Federal Council of Churches, Jewndi rabbis, tin 
Federation of W om en’s Clubs, and clergy men of all the 
Protestant faiths have rallied to the support of Cardinal 
Dougherty in his attack on immoral and indecent films. 
The cardinal’s charges are dra. tic. 
In an official state­ 
ment he declared, “ P erhaps the greatest menace to faith 
and morals in America today is the motion picture the a ­ 
ter, attended every week by almost 7 7 ,000,000 persons, of 
whom some 23,000,000 are y oung people less than 21 
y ears old. . . . The usual theme of these moving picture; 
is divorce, free love, marital infidelity and the exploit ot 
gangsters and racketeers. 
“ A vicious and insidiou: attack is being mad« on the 
very foundation of our Christian civilization. namely , the 
sacram ent of marriage, the purity of womanhood, the 
sanctity of the home, and obedience to lawful authority .” 
Religious leaders of many faiths have joined with C a r­ 
dinal Dougherty in urging members of their churches to 
boy cott objectionable pictures. 
Holly wood producers, quick to defend them selves 
r e ­ 
ply that the films do no more than mirror life. 
Motion 
picture dram as, they insist, arc no more objectionable 
than stage play s, books, and paintings of the day , and if 
they deal with unsavory subjects it r 
because that is 
w ha t the public wants. 
Yet American newspapers reach an even wider public 
than the films and in the new spapers’ entertainment fea­ 
tures— notably the serial novels and comic 
strips 
the 
press has never found it neeo 
ar> or profitable to 
loop 
*o the salacious. 
Racketeering and gang life have no place in new paper 
fiction. 
While motion pictures, by subtle innuendo, hav< 
presented the most daring of “ m odern” sophisticated 
itu- 
a ions, the heroines of new spaper serials have remained 
ideals of American womanhood. 
Perhaps there is a lesson in this for the film magnates. 
At any rate, the daily newspaper, though often accu od

There is reason to believe that, among the mans trade 
proposals which will be put before President Roosevelt 
under bis new tariff powers, one of the first will be plant 
for wider and mutually beneficial trade with Canada.
